Republican  Popularity  Helps  Watkins 


Brigham  Young  University  studente  have 
probably  never  enjoyed  so  much  political  ex- 
citement as  during  the  past  week. 

Candidates  who  have  in  past  years  been 
mere  “reading  acquaintances”  for  BYU  stu- 
dents have  become,  in  the  words  of  one  coed, 
“a  human  being  just  like  the  rest  of  us.” 

Yes,  the  studentbody  is  becoming  familiar 
with  the  candidates — what  they  stand  for 
and  in  some  cases  what  they  don’t  stand  for. 
But,  as  the  coed  said,  their  human  traits  are 
becoming  known  to  us. 

When  Vice  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  held 
a press  conference  in  Salt  Lake  City  Thursday 
night,  then  later  spoke  to  the  BYU  studentbody 
in  Friday’s  assembly,  students  were  happily 
surprised  at  his  magnificent  sense  of  humor. 
At  the  press  conference,  when  greeting  editors 
from  BYU,  Utah  and  Utah  State  the  vice  presi- 
dent replied,  “Ah,  yes,  I was  a reporter  in 
college  once,  but  they  kicked  me  out  because 
I couldn’t  meet  the  deadlines.” 

NIXON  MAKING  FRIENDS 

This  admission  will  probably  have  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  success  or  failure  of 
Nixon’s  mission — to  sell  the  Republican  Party 
to  the  voters.  But,  Nixon  took  time  out  to 
“joke”  about  it.  Nixon  made  friends. 

Later,  he  answered  this  question  put  to  him 
by  the  Daily  Universe:  “Charges  against  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  Ezra  Taft  Benson  say  he 
is  hurting  the  Republican  Party.  What  do  you 
';hink?” 

“It  was  the  issues,  not  the  man,  that  were 
coming  under  fire.  And  his  courageous  fighting 
has  now  proven  he  was  right  in  the  issues. 

An  answer  short  and  to  the  point,  it  reveals 
the  personable  vice  president’s  “pin-point” 
thinking.  His  clarity  of  thought  and  beauty  of 
expression  seem  to  have  sold  many  BYU  stu- 
dents, if  not  countless  other  people  throughout 
the  nation,  on  the  merits  of  the  Mutual  Securi- 
ty Program. 

Certainly  Nixon  has  gained  much  more  pop- 
ularity than  when  he  stood  in  front  of  the  tele-

vision  camera  with  wife  and  family  back  in 
1952  to  explain  campaign  revenue  sources, 
HELPING  LOCAL  CANDIDATES 

Thus,  when  Sen.  Arthur  V.  Watkins  debated 
with  senatorial  candidates  Frank  Moss  and  J. 
Bracken  Lee,  just  two  days  after  Nixon’s  forum 
address,  Watkins  had  the  decided  advantage. 
Several  times  he  was  able  to  utilize  time  and 
argument  to  better  advantage  than  his  oppon- 
ents, by  referring  to  the  vivid  remarks  de- 
livered by  Nixon  two  days  earlier. 

Sen.  Watkins,  sensing  the  advantage,  seems 
to  have  used  it  well. 

Democratic  hopeful  Frank  Moss,  debunking 
Lee  for  “being  against  everything,”  then  used 
up  a goodly  portion  of  his  talk  to  prove  he 
was  ag’in  Lee.  Even  Watkins,  indulging  in  a 
little  unnecessary  mud-swatting  of  his  own, 
had  the  “Twentieth  Century”  quip  to  throw 
against  Lee. 

MUD  DOESN’T  HELP 

Sitting  patiently  through  it  before  a Chris- 
tian assembly,  theoretically  at  least,  Lee  wast- 
ed little  time  blasting  back  at  either  Moss  or 
Watkins.  And  whatever  one’s  political  affilia- 
tion, it  would  appear  that  Lee  is  not  as  worried 
about  his  two  opponents  as  they  appear  to  be 
about  him. 

In  spite  of  Lee’s  fighting  efforts,  although 
branded  “radical”  by  some,  particularly  Moss, 
it  would  seem  that  Watkins  has  the  edge 
among  Utahns  on  the  basis  of  seniority  and 
Republican  popularity. 

Reports  have  it  that  Watkins  is  running  be- 
hind Lee  in  Salt  Lake  County.  Watkins  is 
ahead  slightly,  however,  in  the  state  race.  And 
Moss?  It  may  be  that  too  much  mud- throwing 
is  hurting  him. 

-In  the  two  weeks  until  Nov.  4,  all  three  can- 
didates have  plenty  of  campaigning  left.  But  it 
would  seem  that  Watkins  is  riding  a rising 
tide  of  popularity. 

And  he  did  little  to  change  it  in  Monday’s 
forum  debate.

Deer  Hunters  Still  Killing  Each  Other 


Every  year,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Utah 
deer  season,  newspapers  are  full  of  warnings 
about  firearm  accidents,  overexertion,  etc. . 
But,  every  year,  by  the  time  three  or  four  days 
of  the  season  have  elapsed,  the  story  of  the 
mounting  death  toll  must  be  told  in  those  same 
newspapers. 

How  many  hunters  actually  read  the  warn- 
ings? How  many  who  become  bored  with  the 
annual  warnings  alre  among  those  who  are 
injured  or  killed?  Or,  who,  perhaps,  kill  some- 
one else? 

Four  hunters  were  killed  in  Utah  according 
to  Monday’s  report.  Probably  others  have  been 
hit  with  a high  calibre  slug  during  the  last 
24  hours. 

Furthermore,  there  were  hunters  killed  be- 
fore the  regular  hunt  even  began.  One  Cali- 
fornia hunter  was  reported  killed  in  the  San 
Juan  area  pre-season  himt  Oct.  11. 

BEWARE  HURRIED  SHOTS! 

A companion,  who  had  already  killed  one 
deer  according  to  newspaper  accounts,  took  a 


hurried  shot  at  another  deer  seen  sneaking 
through  the  brush. 

That  shot  killed  a man. 

Visibility  is  “good”  on  the  sage-covered 
slopes.  But  in  the  forest  regions  encountered  in 
the  top  of  the  Wasatch  Mountain  canyons,  the 
quakies  and  pines  grow  thick — severely  limit- 
ing visibility.  A shot  that  missed  the  buckskin 
here  can  hit  an  unnoticed  hunter  who  is  just  a 
few  dozen  yards  behind  the  intended  target.

We  have  two  libraries,  educa- 
tional and  fictional,  both  of 
which  are  open  seven  days  a 
week. 

The  facilities  are  here  — all 
that  is  needed  is  the  incentive.

Dear  Editor, 

I regret  that  Jack  Batchler  is 
no  longer  around  the  institution 
so  that  he  could  have  his  mis- 
conceptions cleared  on  the  elec- 
tion committee  issue.  (He  left  on 
mission  last  Monday,  I be- 
lieve.) But  for  those  who  have 
been  affected  by  his  article,  here 
are  the  facts. 

The  rules  that  were  drawn  up 
last  year  have  been  invaluable 
in  the  direction  of  this  year’s 
campaign,  but  already  it  is  evi- 
dent that  there  need  to  be  chang- 
es  and  clarifications  made.  Let 
me  cite  one  example. 

Nowhere  in  the  rules  does  it 
sanction  organized  verbal  cam- 
paigning before  the  day  cam- 
paigning officially  begins.  Obvi- 
ously (as  Dick  Linford  stated  in 
his  letter  to  the  editor)  there  is 
not  sufficient  time  nor  oppor- 
tunity in  one  day  for  the  stu- 
dents to  become  aware  of  the 
virtues  of  the  individual  candi- 
dates. 

It  is  therefore  advantageous  to 
both  the  candidate  and  student- 
body  that  this  be  allowed.  This 
is  just  one  of  many  such  exam- 
ples that  could  be  cited. 

Now  to  clear  up  the  issues  at 
hand,  concerning  the  handbills 
being  passed  out  a “week  early” 
and  verbal  restriction  of  the  use 
of  the  P.  A.  System. 

One  candidate,  who  had  beeh 
verbally  campaigning  at  the 
dorms  for  the  past  two  weeks 
thought  it  within  the  bounds  of 
the  rules  to  pass  out  his  hand- 
bills Thursday  night  (Oct.  9).  I 
was  notified  of  this  by  the  can- 
didate himself  at  11:30  that 
night. 

Someone  had  censored  him  and 
he  phoned  me  to  find  the  ruling. 
As  it  is  not  stated  clearly  in  the 
rules  as  to  the  time  the  handbills 
can  be  used  and  he  had  already 
handed  out  some  one  or  two  hun- 
dred handbills,  we  thought  it 
best  to  open  it  up  for  the  rest  of 
the  candidates  to  use  their  hand- 
bills. 

The  next  day  at  our  nomina- 
tions meeting  the  situation  was 
explained  to  the  candidates  and 
their  feelings  were  aired  on  the 
subject.  So  in  reality  this  candi- 
date did  have  a 12-hour  head- 
start, but  the  others  had  the  rest 
of  the  weekend  which  was  more 
than  enough  time  to  make  up  the 
difference. 

The  Coordinator’s  Office  in- 
formed us  two  days  previous  to 
the  campaign  day  that  no  P.  A. 
system  should  be  used.  This  had 
come  from  the  administration. 
We  just  didn’t  think  it  necessary 
to  call  a special  Senate  meeting,

‘Russian  isn’t  as  difficult  as 
people  think,”  said  Kay  G.  See- 
ly, former  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity Russian  instructor. 

IN  SEELY’S  opinion  the  for- 
eign nature  of  the  characters  of 
the  alphabet  are  what  cause  most 
students  to  avoid  Russian.  Char- 
acters such  as  the  tseh,  cheh, 
shah,  shahah  and  the  yerih  often 
cause  beginning  students  much 
despair. 

The  Russian  alphabet  comes 
from  the  Cyrillic  alphabet  de- 
vised by  the  Salonikan  monk,  St. 
Cyril,  in  the  ninth  century. 

There  are  33  characters  in 
the  alphabet  currently  in  use 
in  the  USSR. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  140 
million  people  in  the  Soviet 
Union  speak  Russian  as  their 
principal  language.  An  addition- 
al 50  million  people  among  Uk- 
ranians,  Armenians,  Estonians 
and  others  learn  Russian  as  a 
second  language,  making  the  to- 
tal Russian  - speaking  people 
number  190  million. 

STUDENTS  who  have  taken 
Russian  claim  various  motives 
for  this  often  exhilarating  and 
sometimes  depressing  experi- 
ence. One  avid  student  of  Rus- 
sian, said  he  wanted  to  be  pre- 
pared to  collaborate  with  the 
Russians  in  the  event  of  con- 
quest of  the  United  States. 

Many  science  students  feel 
the  need  for  proficiency  in 
reading  Soviet  technical  liter- 
ature in  the'  light  of  recent 
technological  advances  made 
by  the  USSR.  Russian  is  also 
popular  with  political  science 
students,  journalists  and  lan- 
guage students. 

According  to  Don  Gubler  of 
the  BYU  Russian  department, 
there  are  70  first  year  students, 
10  second  year  students  and 
many  advanced  students  and  ex- 
students. 

Gubler  said  that  the  prospects 
for  the  future  are  improving,  and 
much  research  and  study  are  go- 
ing into  the  plans  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Russian  lan- 
guage department  at  BYU.

Monday  morning  the  Salt  Lake  -Tabernacle  Choir  departed 
for  its  ‘‘gyand  tour”  covering  the  eastern  states  and  eastern 
Canada.  In  reading  of  the  tour  one  cannot  help  but  be  impressed 
with  several  facts  which  seem  unusual  if  not  unique. 

The  choir  will  take  on  its  tour  personnel  that  are  all  of  one 
religious  grouping — consisting  of  artists  eminent  in  their  fields 
^nd  endeavor.  A world  renowned  organist  will  be  one  of  their 
accompanists,' they  will  have  arrangements  by  another  world 
famous  composer,  and  they  will  be  conducted  by  two  very  able 
men  of  such  high  ability  as  to  impress  sophisticated  eastern 
musicians  and  cause  them  to  laud  their  work  and  welcome  the 
choir’s  coming. 

The  choir’s  itinerary  is  startling  in  itself.  The  opportunity 
of  recording  with  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  the  great  Eu- 
gene Ormandy  seems  a monumental  task  in  itself.  When  you 
consider  that  the  choir  will  also  present  their  weekly  broadcasts 
as  well  as  some  fifteen  concerts  in  two  weeks,  traveling  great 
distances  and  being  hosted  many  times  by  many  enthusiastic 
individuals  the  whole  tour  assumes  a task  of  staggering  pro- 
portions.

University  of  New  Mexico  con- 
tinued to  gain  momentum  in  the 
Skyline  offensive  race  as  the  Lo- 
bos  notched  out  434  yards  last 
week  in  their  smashing  victory 
over  Arizona,  33-13. 

New  Mexico  has  accumulat- 
ed 1669  yards  in  five  games 
to  take  top  honors  for  the  sec- 
ond straight  week.  Brigham 
.Young  University,  early  season 
leaders,  slipped  into  fifth  place 
in  total  yardage. 

The  other  two  team  categories, 
total  defense  and  passing  offense, 
are  being  taken  care  of  by  Wyo- 
ming and  Utah.  The  Cowpokes, 
Skyline’s  top  defensive  unit,  have 
held  opposition  to  1065  yards  in 
five  clashes,  whereas  the  Utes 
lead  the  air  lanes  with  727  yards 
and  a passing  percentage  of  .523. 

BYU’s  Gary  Dunn  leads  the 
conference  among  punters  with 
an  average  of  46.8  yards  per 
punt.  He  has  kicked  515  yards 
in  11  times. 

All-American  candidate  Don 


Perkins  is  Lobo’s  “claim  to 
fame,”  as  the  husky  halfback 
leads  in  total  yards  gained  and 
most  points  scored. 

Perkins,  who  is  number  two  in 
the  nation  in  rushing,  has  car- 
ried the  ball  71  times  for  523 
yards  gained.  He  is  already  ap- 
proaching his  old  season  mark  of 
744  net  yards  recorded  in  1957. 

Ute  Lee  Grosscup  is  still  mas- 
ter of  the  aerial  route  as  he  has 
completed  47  passes  in  83 
attempts  for  600  net  yards  gain- 
ed.
